the school children and the board of 
education might be present, was ap 
proved, and a com m ittee of three, 
Mrs. Frank Floding, Mrs. W. P. C ar­ 
penter and M is s Ella Snyder, appoin­ 
ted to arrange for such a meeting, 
to be held in the evening at some 
centrally located hall. 
In sum m ing up the cause contrib­ 
uting to the defeat of the $100,000 
bond issue for a new high school 
building. 
Mrs. Peeples stated 
that 
a large number; of patients whose 
children 
a re 
not enrolled in 
the 
schools of the city do not realize 
that the grade rooms are so badly 
overcrowded th at each seat from 12 
to 15 pupils more than it is advisable 
for one teacher to handle, and th at 
the construction of a new high school 
and the adaption of the old build­ 
ing to grade arses would have been 
the sim plest solution of the problem.

‘‘Sixty-six per cent of the farm own­ 
ers." said Willis, ‘‘are receiving less 
than $360 a year, which is the income 
of the average hired man above his 
board and other allowamoes. 
This 
calculation places the farmer and the 
hired man on the same basis so far as 
his board and other expenses are con­ 
cerned. 
‘On this basis 9 nor cent of the 
farm ers are receiving aunuallv from 
$1 to $100 above the income of their 
hired men. 
Eight 
per cent are re­ 
ceiving from $100 to $200 more. Four 
per cent from $200 to $300 more than 
their hired men, and 3 8-10 ner cent 
from $300 to $500 more 
than 
the 
laborers on their farms 
‘‘The farm ers are not making any­ 
thing like the profits that the city 
people think they are. 
The trouble 
Is In a great measure the lack of 
scientific management.”
